France wants the world economic con- 
ference to reconvene this fall. When no 
doubt France would once demand 
that the conference stabilize on the

WORK CHEAPER THAN "“DOLES” 

The province is to pay 5.66 per cent in- 
terest on the money it obtained through 

| the recent sale of bonds, to be used main- 
ly in giving “direct relief’ to unemployed 
men and their families. 

The city would undoubtedly have to pay 
as much, perhaps more, if it borrowed 
money with which to buy materials for 
street improvement or other construction 
operations, and thus make it possible for 
men on relief to earn the allowances made 
tothem. Even so, it would be better busi- 
ness in the long run to borrow the money, 
buy the materials and get the improve- 
ments made. 

If the money were borrowed as a ten 
year loan even at seven per cent, at the 
end of the ten year period the city would 
have paid no more than it wovld cost tu 
make the improvements in normal times 
at the usual rates of interest and wages. 
And in the meantime the taxpayers would 
have the use of the improvements, while 
the men doing the work would have the 
satisfaction of knowing that they were 
earning the small measure of relief they 
receive.

Health and Dict Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCoy 


During vacation time many women are specially 


interested in overcoming the varicose veins which 
disfigure the legs, sometimes to such an extent as 
to make the one affected hesitate to appear in a 
bathing suit 
ally refer to those appearing on the inner side of 
the legs, around the knee or 
behind the calf, although vari- 
cose veins may occur in the 
larger part of the large intes- 
tines, on the abdomen and on 
other parts of the body. Even 
piles or hemorrhoids could be 
referred to as varicose veins. 

The most common cause of 
varicose veins is an interference 
with the return of the venous 
circulation This occur 
directly over the veins as when 
tight garters are worn or may 
be due to abdominal pressure 


By the term “varicose veins” we usu- 


may 


Dr. F. McCoy which partly stops the flow 
of blood along the great veins. Abdominal pressure 
may be caused by fallen organs, pregnancy, tu- 


mors or aggravated cases of constipation, You can 
readily see that, if the veins are subject to acon- 
tinued pressure, the blood coming up will gradu- 
ally accumulate and distend the veins. When the 
leg veins are overloaded, they sag and stretch, and 
in time the valves, which keep the blood from 
flowing backward, give way 

The development of varicose veins is usually 
slow, At first, thin, bluish lines may appear but, 
as the condition progresses, they become larger and 
turn a deep purple color. They seem to be knotted 
and tortuous and even small tumor-like masses 
may form. The leg becomes unsightly and bruises 
readily. Ordinary symptoms are aching, numbness 
and even cramps. The legs feel heavy and walk- 
ing or standing intensifies the symptoms. Usually 
the trouble is most noticeable after a hard day's 
work during warm weather. Those who are on 
their feet a great deal, such as housewives, police- 
men or mail-carriers, are most likely to develop 
this trouble. More women than men are affected, 
possibly because they more subject to pro- 
lapsed conditions 

Varicose veins should be treated as soon as pos- 
sible since they have a tendency to grow larger 
and sometimes form ulcers. A cure depends upon 
a general health building regimen 
the blood so that the veins will have better nour- 
ishment for developing stronger walls, but 
treatment is also indispensable if you wish to shrink 
the veins to a normal size. The best local treat- 
ments are given with certain kinds of electrical 
apparatus which can only be used by a physician 

You can benefit yourself, however, by apply- 
ing a piece of ice several times a day to the en- 
larged veins. The ice should be held against 
vein in a towel so that the hand will not become 
too cold and the smooth piece of ice is pressed 
directly against the swollen vein while the leg is 
raised in the air so that the blood has some oppor- 
tunity to drain out of the vein This treatment 
should be continued several times daily for three- 
or four months, during which time the muscles in 
the wall of the vein become strengthened by the 
contraction produced by ice. Apply the ice 
cessively for two or three minutes to the different 
parts to be treated. During cold weather a sub- 
stitute can be had by sitting in a tub and allowing

The Alberta Motor Associaiton 
for some considerable time has been 
studying traffic problems with a 
view to decreasing the number of 
accidents on city streets and the 
highways of the province. The fol- 
lowing analysis of accidents which 
have occurred in larger cities, such 
as Edmonton and Calgary, are pre- 
sented pointing out the main causés 
They are 

1. Following 
closely 

2. Making wide turns 

3. Attention to other things than 
driving 

4. Failing to get into proper traf- 
fic lane before turning 

5. Failure to give signals or use 
rear view mirrors 

6. Passing parked cars in hazard- 
ous manner 

7. Cutting in ‘too closely 

8 Too much confidence 

9. Discourtesy 

10. Failure to 
signals 

Speeding is not included because 
speeding in itself is not considered 
as the cause of any large number 
of accidents. It is when the driver 
of a speeding car is not strictly at- 
tending to his driving, or when his 
head is not clear, or when he is 
reckless or disregards the rights of 
others that speeding becomes a real 
menace. And in the list given the 
cause of accidents is attributed to 
these other factors But it is also 
apparent that if the other causes 
are not accompanied by speed the 
mishaps would not be serious. And 
so speeding is an imoprtant factor
